Income?!ax Facts 


You Should Know 


In these days of high rentals and 


excessive cost of maintenance and up- 
keep, both landlords and tenants are 
inquiring as to their allowable 
de- 


ductions in the filing of an income-tax 
return. 


Where property is held for renting 


purposes the owner may deduct the 
cost of securing tenants, such as com- 
missions to real estate agents, adver- 
tising, etc.. and the expenses of main- 
tenance, such as ordinary repairs, 
lights, fuel, janitor service, and in- 
surance. If the owner occupies part 
of the building as bis dwelling, the 
expenses must be apportioned, and 
only those relating to the part which 
is'rented may be deducted. 


A tenant may deduct the rent paid 


for business premises, but not his 
home, which is a personal or living 
expense. 


ADDITIONAL RENTAL 


Taxes paid by a tenant to or for a 


landlord for business property are ad- 
ditional rent and are deductible by 
the tenant. Such items represent in- 
come to the landlord, and therefore 
mast be included in his return of gross 
income, but may be claimed by him, 
also, as a deduction. The cost of

Corn planting time i* coming. Are 


you sure of yonr seed oorn? Last 
fall most corn got dry and then it got 
went again, and some of it froze while 
in this wet condition. 


If wet corn is frozen the germ is 


killed and the seed wjll not 
grow. 


This was brot to our attention by a 
number of poor tests haying been 
made daring tbe list few weeks. 
This condition was brot to ns very 
strikingly in the spring of J91S. Mr. 
Alton Hill and Francis Yobo had sev- 
eral bushels of old corn from the 1917 
crop. This old corn was in the bot- 
tom of the cnb. and the new 
corn 


was thrown in on it. As a result tbe 
old dry corn absorbed moisture from 
the<new corn and froze while moist. 
Hence the seed was injured to snch an 
extent that it would not grow, in the 
oid as well as in tbe new. I do not 
say this to scarce anybody in regard 
to thp seed corn situation bat the con- 
ditions are such that every person 
who did not field select their seed 
corn last fall, and have Jt perfectly 
dry and kept it in this way shonld 
test their seed thoroly before plant- 
ing. You know there is nothing that 
can remedy a poor stand of corn or 
make the field in which U is planted 


1 bring a larger yield. 


We will \tf, plad to test a limited 


number of ?anspleH at the office of the 
Farm Bureau during tie next few 
weeks. 


Method Of Testing 


The Rag Doll method Is one of the 


easiest to use. Take a piece of white 
cloth, mark JT off la squares, two by 
tw» inches.

Now pnt the 
same number found on the square on 
a small jM<;re of paper and pin it to 
the far by running a nail into the pith 
of th» ear.
